in 30 days. In the interval, Eisen- 
hower's top aides reportedly were 
ready to carry on business as 
usual on the basis of policy de- 
cisions the chief executive had laid 
down before Saturday's attack. 


Even so, the medical experts -at- 


tending the President still avoided 
outright predictions that recovery 
is absolutely certain and. that no 
complications now need be expect- 
ed. 


The first 10 days or two weeks 


are the critical time in heart at- 
tacks such as the one Eisenhower 
suffered. 


Cautiously Optimistic 


Tuesday night's medical commu- 


nique, reporting that the President 
had had "another 
satisfactory 


day" devoid of complication 
brought word from heart specialist 
Paul Dudley White in Boston that 
while Eisenhower was 
"coming 


along nicely" he still was "not out 
of the woods yet." 


The Boston physician, who flew 


here Sunday and left the next day, 
said Eisenhower's progress was in 
the expected pattern—neither fast- 
er nor slower than normal.

culture, home economics and youth 
work. 


Yale said. "We have tried to 


show them what could be accom- 
plished if they put their shoulders 
to the wheel." His talk left little 
doubt that he is well pleased with

teasing her about being pregnant. 
To stop the kidding, she said she 
was—and convinced her husband 
along with others. 


When 
the 
approximate 
time 


came lor a baby to arrive, she 
went to Los Angeles to visit her 
mother. Ker mother put her on a 
diet. She lost several pounds and 
returned to Stockton. Her husband 
asked where the baby was. She 
told him it was sick but that she 
could get him in a couple of days. 


\Vhen Eenedicto began passing 


out cigars, she went to San Fran- 
cisco, looked over the Mt, Zion 
Hospital nursery and dashed away 
\vith the Marcus baby. She said she 
chose that particular one because 
Marcus was her husband's first 
name. 


Kept In Apartment 


Mrs. Benedicto drove immediate- 


ly back to Stockton -with the baby 
and kept him in her three-room 
apartment — while possibly the 
greatest manhunt in the history of 
the San Francisco Bay area was 
getting underlay. 


Then mental anguish set in. She 


said she loved the baby and want- 
ed to keep him. But all the time 
her radio and television sets were

A committee of citizens of Am- 


boy Coin muni ty Unit School Dis- 
trcit No. S72 has been meeting for 
nearly two and a half years to de- 
termine the building requirements 
necessary to properly educate the 
youth of the district. 


As a result of many meetings 


which Involved the digesting of re- 
ports of various committees, such 
as those on enrollment trends, 
building inspection, grade school 
faculty, suggested stats require- 
ments, and finances, much infor- 
mation has been gathered. Now, 
the publicity subcommittee is pre- 
paring a series of articles to bring 
this Information to the residents 
of District 272. 


Enrollment Jumping 


Between 19-15 and 1959. the dis- 


trict's grade school enrollment will 
have increased 50 per cent. Enroll- 
ment f i g u r e s , available 
from 


school records and projected on 
the basis of a survey, show: 1945, 
43«: 1949, 567; 1954. 637; 1955, 652; 
1959, 
659. - 


Hie survey was taken more than 


a year ago. When the 1955 enroll- 
ment was tabulated, it became ap- 
parent that the 1959 projection was 
undoubtedly toq low. 


Classrooms are overcrowded. 


The majority of our rooms exceed 
state requirements in this regard, 
lighting, heating and ventilation 
are sub-standard in 80 to 90 per 
cent of the classrooms. 


Building* Antiquated 


Most school buildings are un- 


healthy, antiquated and several 
are potential fire traps. Toilet fa- 
cilities in all schools are either 
inadequate or outmoded. 


Th« committee says the above 


conditions point directly to the fol- 
lowing facts:

Rural Ogle 
Is a Picker-Sheller What 
You Need on Your Farm? 


By GEORGE D. PERISHO 
Ogle County Farm Adviser 


OREGON —(Special)— Some

however, there is the problem of 
cost. Whether or not it will pay 
you to buy a dryer will depend 
upon your own conditions. If you 
self directly at harvest time with- 
out drying you will take quite a 
loss,. With corn selling at $1.25 a 
bushel you will lose from abou£ 
two cents per bushel at 17 per cent 
moisture up to about 11 cents a 
bushel at 22 per cent moisture. 
That is net loss. If you have a 
large enough crop, the improve- 
ment of market prices will pay for 
a dryer. If you can use your dryer 
for other crops or in a wet year, 
the cost of a dryer will soon be 
paid in the value received from 
improvement in the crops. 
. In addition ot this, if you are 
faced with the problem of stor- 
age facilities, shelled corn stor- 
age costs from 30 cents to 34 
cents a bushel, compared with 
$1 to $1.25 for ear corn. There- 
fore, you may want to construct 
storage space for shelled corn 
and use a dryer to facilitate this 
storage. 
These problems and many others 


will be brought out at the corn 
drying demonstration on the Lud- 
wig farm. Les has cooperated with 
agriculture extension s e r v i c e , 
Keith Wehner and Glen Curl, vo- 
cational 
agriculture 
instructors, 


and Soil Conservation Service, in 
carrying out a plant food demon- 
stration on a field of com. 


Some of the treatments that 


have been used at the Ludwig 
farm include manure, three differ- 
ent kinds of nitrogen, complete 
treatment as per soil test recom- 
mendation as compared to no 
treatment, and the use of starter 
fertilizers. We are planning to har- 
vest a few rows from each of these 
plots to determine the actual re- 
sponse and will plan to visit the 
farm again on the experimental 
plot tour Oct. 7. 
* • * 


Speaking of harvesting com, we 


must be ever mindful of a few- 
simple rules to help reduce the 
number of corn picker accidents 
this fall. This year's com harvest 
will take a heavy toll in mangled 
fingers, hands, arms and legs, and 
even death unless Illinois farmers 
are more cautious in their opera- 
tions of com pickers. 


A few simple rules I would like 


to suggest you keep in mind are: 


1. Stop the picker before you 


leave the tractor seat. There is 
no practical way to guard picker 


rolls. The only alternative is to 
turn off tfce power before you try 
to clear fee rolls and follow this 
same rule before oiling or ad- 
Justing any part of the picker. 


I. Keep guards in place. Manu- 


facturers placed them there for 
your safety. 


3. Keep the equipment clean 


to prevent fire in the field. Don't 
let trash accumulate around the 
manifold or exhaust pipe*. 
* * * 


' The Farm Bureau Farm Man- 
agement Service of this area is 
planning to expand its facilities 
in 1956 by taking on an additional 
fieldman.

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Eisenhower's Illness 


As he rests in the hospital in Denver, President Eisen- 


hower has with him the nation's and the free world's prayer- 
ful hopes for a swift recovery. 
Few men in American public eye have ever been held 


in such deep affection as he. and the people's first concern 
now is with the personal suffering and handicap he must en- 
dure as result of the heart attack which struck him down. 


They know the crushing burdens of the presidency. They 


know that what has happened to Mr. Eisenhower is the risk 
any man takes who assumes this great responsibility. 


The president undertook this load reluctantly, as a duty. 


But once into it, he tried more than most predecessors to 
organize his official life to escape some of the weight. For 
his frequent and sometimes lengthy vacations, he has been 
warmlv criticized by his political opponents. 


But they have consistently overlooked the fact that Mr. 


Eisenhower/in his working clothes, is a tense, high-paced 
executive who compacts into a few hours tasks that have 
taken other White House occupants far longer. Furthermore, 
even a president's vacations are marked by steady attention 
.to inescapable duties. 


Now, despite all precautions, the president has been 


stricken. The people think of his misfortune as their own, 
not alone on account of their sympathy for him as a man 
they are fond of, but because they see in his well-being a 
prime self-interest. 
* 
*

To millions, both in America and beyond, Mr. Eisen- 


hower is today the living symbol of the world's desire for 
lasting peace. 


He is the man who brought the Korean war to an end, 


who resisted U. S. entry into the Indochina war, sought 
peaceful solutions in the touchy Formosan Straits, and at 
Geneva seemed to convince even the Russians that this na- 
tion wants to find answers to world problems without resort 
to arms. 


It happens that the president now is also identified with 


the highest levels of prosperity this country has ever known. 
But it is the image of him as the man of peace that appears 
to explain best tie remarkable hold he has on countless or- 
dinary folk. 


This trust, of course, was felt even before he won the 


presidency. It was the chief reason for his overwhelming 
victory in 1952. And it is the main one why he was regarded 
as unbeatable at the polls in 1956.. 


But his heart attack vastly alters the outlook for the 


coming presidential campaign. It is regrettable that this 
must be touched on in the early aftermath of Mr. Eisen- 
hower's first physical distress, but the hard business of poli- 
tics intrudes on every phase of a chief executive's life. 


The blunt fact is that his illness greatly reduces if it does 


not actually end the prospect he will run for a second term. 
*

Almost from the outset, he has not wanted to run again, 


and his family has opposed it. As recently as Aug. 4, the 
president said his decision would depend on many factors, 
"including the way I feel—health and everything else." 
Often in the last few months, he has warned the GOP not 
to pin all future hope on him! 


Doctors may well settle the issue now by telling him 


that to carry on his burdens beyond this term might mean 
a sentence of death. But even if they.do not, Mr. Eisenhower 
will have strong reason to say "no." 


It is always remarked that "one heartbeat" separates 


the vice president from the White House. When that heart- 
beat is an uncertain one. all is changed. 


So Mr. Eisenhower's misfortune is also his party's. The 


Republicans face the monumental task of finding a man to 
replace him who can command even a fair share of the es- 
teem in which he is held by the American people.

JEWS PA PER I 
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Post Office Reveals New 
North-South Mail Scheme 


CHICAGO (Special)— The Post 


Office department today announced 
plans to establish a Rockford-to- 
Peoria highway post office route to 
speed up delivery of north-south 
mail in Northern Illinois and 
Southern Wisconsin. 


It is expected to improve mail 


delivery in the Lee and Ogle Coun- 
ties. 


The mobile unit will leave Rock- 


ford nightly (except Saturday. Sun- 
day and holidays* at 8 p.m. It will 
travel on Rt- 51 through Davis 
Junction. Rochelle. Mendota, La- 
Salle, Lacon and Peoria. The lat- 
ter part of the trip will be on Illi- 
nois Rts. 17 and 29, and the unit 
will arrive in Peoria at 12:25 a.m. 


The mail unit will leave Peoria 


at 2:30 a.m., travel on the same 
routes and arrive back in Rock- 
ford at 6:30 a.m. 


Post office officials said all de- 


tails are not complete, but that a 
star route connection for Dixon, 
Sterling and Rock Falls could be 
made at Rochelle. 


Service is expected to begin 


about Nov. 16. Officials say it will 
make possible overnight exchange 
of mail between all points in Illi- 
nois, and improve 
service 
to 


Janesville, Beloit and 
Madison, 


Wis., through star route connec- 
tions. 


They report that since all rail- 


roads in the area operate on east- 
west lines, the traveling post office 
(often called HYPO) will eliminate 
the necessity of sending the mail 
into the congested Chicago post 
office and shipping it back out on 
another line. 


The new system also will con- 


nect with rail lines operating be- 
tween Chicago and New Orleans. 
It will be a link in service to give 
overnight delivery between 
the 


Quad Cities and Mattoon. 


The new service will be operated 


on a contract basis, and adver- 
tisements for contracts will be 
posted in Rockford and Peoria 
within a few days.

Ohio Court 
Upholds Tax 
Reciprocity 


COLUMBUS. Ohio 
lf> — Ohio's 


Supreme Court today refused to 
reconsider its decision exempting 
Michigan trucks from the state's 
axle-mile tax. 


The action let stand the court 


decision holding Ohio's 1937 motor 
vehicle reciprocity agreement with 
Michigan applied to the 1953 axle 
tax assessed by Ohio on trucks 
with more than two axles. 


To meet court objections, Ohio 


officials sought to amend reciproci- 
ty pacts with other states under 
threat o! cancellation for refusal 
to agree on new pacts. 


Ohio canceled a number of other 


written 
reciprocity 
agreements, 


but the Franklin County Common 
Pleas court temporarily enjoined 
the cancellations at the request of 
truckers. 


The cancellation move brought 


threats from some states of a li- 
cense tag war with Ohio. Those 
states threaten to require visiting 
Ohio motorists, as well as trucks 
to buy their tags. 


Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche has said 


Ohio would not retaliate unless it 
became necessary. 
Ohio law per- 


mits the state to extend reciprocity 
to visiting motorists only if their 
home states return the favor. 


Ohio's axle tax costs trucks with 


more than two axles from % to 2Yz 
cents per mile to use Ohio's high- 
ways. The tax was levied to raise 
money for new highways. 


The Supreme court decision did 


not pass on constitutionality of the 
act. 


Ohio's motor vehicle reciprocity 


board has met with a correspond- 
ing body in Michigan without com- 
ing to an agreement. Ohio officials 
plan to confer with Illinois officials 
in the near future.

Third in a Series: 
Water Pollution 
A Growing Evil 
Millions of Tons of 
Poison Go in Streams 


By ROGER D. GREENE 


WASHINGTON (ffi— Pollution of 


U.S. rivers, lakes and harbors is 
spreading an evil and potentially 
dangerous blight upon the Ameri- 
can scene. 


Countless cities and towns flush 


their raw, untreated sewage into 
once beautiful streams. 
Nearly 


11,000 industrial plants spew mil- 
lions of tons of poisonous, corro- 
sive chemicals into the water we 
drink and brush our teeth with. 


Many cities, such as Los An- 


geles, have closed down their 
bathing beaches at times because 
of pollution. In some areas pollu- 
tion-stained waters have brought 
industrial expansion to a virtual 
halt. 


"Most Polluted" List 


Here, as seen by a panel, of 


sanitation experts who insisted on 
anonymity, are the nation's "10 
most polluted cities"—that is, met- 
ropolitan areas where pollution is 
a major problem: 


1. Pittsburgh—Has voted bond 


issue for treatment works. 


2. St. Louis — No sewage treat- 


ment. 


3. Miami—Putting in big sewage 


treatment and ocean outfall plant. 


4. Kansas City.

Scientists say even our "second- 


hand" water—fouled by sewage 
and recaptured to be used again— 
is generally safe to drink after 
gomg through modem water puri- 
fication plants. But 31 million 
Americans live in cities with no 
water treatment facilities at all. 


In the Ohio River watershed 


alone, 24 cities have no sewage 
treatment. And in 32 states, appro- 
priations for water pollution con- 
trol are less than $50.000 a year. 


Gravely Concerned 


Federal health authorities today 


are gravely concerned about long- 
range effects on human health 
stemming from the vast influx of 
noxious industrial wastes into the 
nation's waterways. 


Says Mark D. Holus, chief sani- 


tary engineer of the Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Department: 


"The whole problem in sewage 


treatment, m the past was to break 
do'.vn organic waste. Now in the 
last 13 years we've got 700.000 new 
synthetic chemicals—plastics and 
so on—and they have changed the 
nature of waste. 


•'\Vhai is the effect on human 


health? \Ve just don't know. We 
don't get any immediate acute 
effects, but we must look to the 
potential long-range dangers."

WASHINGTON JB—The agricul- 


ture department reported 
today 


that Americans are smoking1 more 
cigarettes now that, in its view, 
the "main impact" of the ciga- 
rettes-health controversy apparent- 
ly has passed. 


Reporting on "the tobacco situa- 


tion," the department said Ameri- 
cans 15 years of age and over will 
smoke an average of nearly 10 
pounds of tobacco In 
cigarettes 


during 1955. 


That would represent a 1.2 per 


cent increase over last year but 
fall 4.8 per cent shy of the 1953 
figure—a record. 


Without elaborating, the report 


said: 


"The main impact of the public- 


ity concerning 
cigarettes 
and 


health on cigarette consumption 
appears to have occurred during 
1954." 


Medical authorities have made 


numerous studies, some of them 
with conflicting conclusions, on a 
possible relationship between cig- 
arette smoking and lung cancer.

President To 
Keep Control 
No Reason to Delegate 
Powers? Says Spokesman 


By DON WlUTEltKAD 


WASHINGTON (.fr-The center of 


power In the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration remains firmly rooted in 
the White House today with no 
foreseeable likelihood that it will 
be shifted to Vice President Rich- j 
ard M. Nixon. 


A White House source says there 


is "absolutely no reason" for any 
delegation of presidential powers 
to the vice president at this time 
because President Eisenhower, is 
fully capable of making any major 
decisions necessary. 


There has been a good deal of 


speculation here that Nixon very 
likely would take over a large part 
of the burden of the presidency 
until such lime as Eisenhower is 
able to return to his desk. But 
this talk is now diminishing. 


Presidential P r e s s Secretary 


James C. Hagerty had announced 
in Denver that the attorney gen- 
eral's office would be asked to 
prepare an opinion on the legal 
problems involved and the extent 
and means by which presidential 
authority could be delegated tem- 
porarily. 


Cite Constitution 


The Constitution says the vice 


president takes over in case of the 
President'a removal, death, resig- 
nation, or "inability to discharge 
the power and duties of office." 
But it does not spell out the extent 
of the inability, say who shall 
determine it, or specifically pro- 
vide for any temporary delegation. 


Atty. Gen. Brownell said on ar- 


riving 
In 
New 
York Tuesday 


from Spain that he would prepare 
an opinion on the powers of trans- 
fer of authority as soon as possible. 
But a short time later in Wash- 
ington, after staff discussions en 
route, he said there was "general 
agreement'' no such action was 
necessary at this time. 


The general change of attitude 


coincided with a rising- optimism 
that Eisenhower is on the road to 
a quick recovery. 


Close Ranks 


The sequence of events sug- 


gested to some political observers, 
however, that top administration 
people had quickly closed ranks 
against the Idea of giving Nixon 
extraordinary powers which might 
enhance his chance to win the 
GOP presidential nomination in 
caae Eisenhower doesn't run again. 


But one White House source dis- 


claimed any such intent, adding: 
"We've been so shocked by what 
has happened that we haven't even 
thought of sorting out the political 
implications that 
are involved. 


There has absolutely been no poli- 
tical discussion around here' so far 
as I know. 


"If something further should hap- 


pen to the President—that would 
be another matter. The President's 


death would mean the vice presi- 
dent would take over. 


>*o Reason 


"But as things now stand, the 


President is recovering. There is 
no reason to delegate his powers 
to anyone. Even now he is able 
to talk for a. lew minutea each 
day to visitors. His mental powers 
are not affected in any way. He 
still is able to make the decisions 
that are necessary—and as his re- 
covery progresses, he will be in- 
creasingly able to give more time 
to his duties. 


"All of us know our responsibil- 


ities and we'll carry on as usual. 
There is going to be no shifting 
of power—and there is going to be 
no 'power grab.' "
